*An account of the new Invented Penn-
syivanian freplaces; wherein thelr con-
struction and manner of operation la
particularly explained; thelr advantages !
above every other method of warming
rooms demonstrated, and all objections
that have bean ralsed against the usa
of them, answered and obviated, with
directions for putting them up and for
using them to the best advantage: and
a copper plate, In which the several party
of ‘the machine are exactly luld down
from a scals of equnl parts, first printed
at Philadelphin, in 1745

FRANKLIN EXFPLAINB INVENTION.
In tha pages devoted to a description
of his Invention, Franklin shows that he
had mades an exhaustive study of the
principlen of combustion, and gives in-
dicutionn of having distoverad some of
the theorles swhich aubsequently resulted
In the Invention and development of
modern superheated bollers. To a mod-
ern reader the diagrams he furnianhed
with the pages prove slightly mystifying,
but his stove was flawless for the time,
According to historians, the naw inven-
tion guickly replanced fireplaces when
the astounded early Colonlils were con-
vinred of its practicabllity, It became
the forerunner of the modern stove, and
wae the firey successful ona af the kind
used in America satisfactorily, as "a
beating appllance seiting away from the
wall us a unit by ltselt,”
